GAS STRUCK. 


There was something doing at 
the site of the boring operations of 
}the Northwest Gas and Oil Co,, on 
|the Ross flats near the Exhibition 
grounds, Edmonton, last night 
Work had been proceeding rapidly, 
when suddenly the drillers struck 
a very considerable flow of gas. 
Heretofore small pockets of marsh 
gas have been struck, but this is 
the genuine article of great com- 
mercial value, 

About 10.30 a.m, work was pro- 
gressing in the usual way when a 
large flow of gas suddenly stopped 
operations. The gas was lighted 
and burned freely with a flame 
eight or ten feet long issuing from 
the hole. The illuminating pro- 
perties and the color of the flame 
| were of the best. The gas has con- | 
| tinaed to flow steadily since it was | 
struck last night until the present.| 
it being somewhat stronger this | 
morning. 

This may be a large pocket of | 
gas, formed from leakage from} 
beneath or foreed upwards by an} 
exceedingly strong pressure of gas 
from beneath. The well is now be- 
ing sunk through aslate formation 
which, of course, is not the forma- 
tion in which a large quantity of 
gas is likely to be found. The flow| 
of gas while insuflicient for com- 
mercial purposes, is a very strong 
and alluring indication of what is 
probably awaiting the further 
jsinking of the gas well.
